Old Boy Preacher. 
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NEGRO CHILD HAS 
AROUSED NEW YORK. 


MULTITUDES, WHITE AND BLACK, 
FLOCK TO HEAR THE 
THINGS HE SAYS. 


WEARS A FROCK BEDECKED 
WITH BLUE RIBBONS. 


His Manner Cannot Be Described as 
Precocious, but He Talks With 
Fluency and Wisdom Much 
Beyond His Years.

NEW YORK. Jan. 9.—‘‘Pray! Pray! Down 
on yo’ Knees and pray!’’ With that shout 
piped in a child's ehrill voice Lawrence Den- 
nis, a 5-year-old negro baby evangelist, be- 
fore his first New York audience at the 
Mount Olivet Baptist Church, yesterday 
afternoon, began a service that ended in 
one of the most remarkable scenes in the 
shifting life of the great metropolis. 

The child is exciting great curiosity. He 
was a wee fellow yesterday, ina baby white 
frock, bedecked with blue ribbons. His pul- 
pit was a cushioned stool, éver the top of 
which his woolly head scarcely shown. He 
says God told him what sin was full two 
years ago. 

Leng before the hour named for the serv- 
ice yesterday the church was packed. The 
doors were closed, and the multitude, mo- 
mentarily increasing in the street, was 
howling vainly for admittance. Whites and 
negroes were mingled in the expectant 
throng, a good-natured crowd for the most 
part until called upon to separate for the 
entrance of the little preacher, who, borne 
in his father’s arms from the carriage to 
the church, surveyed that sea of heads with 
an air of serious, unchildish eyes until the 
doors swung to behind him. Then a stam- 
pede begun that came near to razing the 
church. 

Within the baby preacher, wrought to 
nervous excitability, moved up and down 
the platform, clapping ..his hands tegwether 
and crying: 

“Quiet! House he still!’ - As the “lamor 
nore aaa he grew more and more passion- 
ate. 

“Sing!” he commanded of thosé about 
him. Raising his hands above his head, 
he called for “Lilies. of the Valley,” “At 
the Cross’ and ‘‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee.”” Then, as the singing ceased, the 
imperative voice once more rang out: 

“Down on yo’ Knees again and pray!” 
Suiting the action to the word, he sank 
down before the low stool that served him 
for a pulpit desk and buried his black 
head in its red silken cushion, A super- 
stitious awe crept over his hearers, Men 
and women all through the aisles dropped 
upon their knees. 

A moment later the little fellow was up 

and pacing the platform as before. and 
it was announced that he was ready to 
answer questions. 
“IT am five years old,”’ in reply to the 
first query, “and I was born on the 25th 
of December, Christ's birthday.” 
The negro dialect ‘s marked, but the 
enunciatidén is good, and the voice at times 
surprisingly sonorous. The boy is at all 
times desperately, almost pathetically. in 
earnest. He does not pause to think ‘out 
and answer questions, but replies at once 
and with so sign of hestitancy. It is less 
like a lesson learned than a mind regular- 
ly under the control of a force greater than 
itself. His gift cannot be described as 
precocity, and his manner at times has all 
the remoteness of the sleep walker or the 
medium of a spiritualistic trance. H's fa- 
ther is a gray-haired mulatto and his 
motner a negress., 

“Who is God?” ealled a voice. 

“Stand!” and the preacher lifted an im- 
perious finger. Then, as the young man 
comniied—‘*He is everybodv's father.”’ 
“Why are you here?” cried a negress 
from the middle of the house.

Memphis, who was one of the victims, was 
shot by one of the robbers and George H. 
Young, a colored man, who was mistaken 
for one of them and shot. Several hours 
after the robbery the police identified the 
bandits as they boarded the St. Louis 
bound Missouri, Kansas & Texas passen- 
ger train and had a pitched battle with 
them, but they got away. : 

The robbery occured on East Wall street 
on Policeman Jones’ beat. With him out 
of the way the robbers apprehended little 
interference, They found him on a side 
street, covered him with pistols and 
marched him to a remote place in the 
woods north of town, where they gaged 
him with a handkerchief and tied him to 
a tree. 

They then made known their plans of 
robbery to him. After a half hour’s ab- 
sence they returned, saying that the-op- 
portunity was ripe and released him for a 
few minutes’ relief from his fetters. Then 
they bound him again and made for the 
Cottage House, near the .«zemphis depot. 
They entered through the back door and 
bounded into the office, masked and armed, 
upon seven guests, who sat conversing or 
playing cneckers. 

One bandit kept the guests covered with 
his revolver, while the other robbed them 
of their watches, pistols and money. 

The booty taken was about $150 and a 
number of watches. H. T. Dayton, a mer- 
who was just returning from market, was 
relieved of a hundred dollars and watch. 

Then the bandits went across the street 
to the Sayers House and robbed the clerk 
and money drawer. While they were do- 
ing this Engineer Mead, one of the Cot- 
tage House victims, obtained a pistol and 
stationed himself in front of the Sayers 
House to await them in their flight. As 
they passed he fired two shots which went 
wild.

FOUND A QUEER COMMUNITY. 


Governor of the English Possession 
Was With Nelson at Trafalgar 
and Is Now Over 90 
Years Old. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Capt. Shaw of the 
British berk Glenhuntley writes from 
Capetown, S. A., to the agents of the line, 
in this city of the loss of the vessel and 
rescue of himself and the crew of 10 by 
the British warship Thrush, which found 
them on the Tristan d’'Acunha Isles, reach- 
ed by them in lifeboats. For over five 
months they lived on the eggs of birds. 

The Glenhuntley sailed from New York 
March 31 last with a general cargo for 
Freemantle, Australia. June 1 a flerce 
storm was encountered and the craft was 
60 seriously damaged that June 4 Capt. 
Shaw and his men were forced to aban- 


don it at sea. They took to the lifeboats 
and several days later landed on one of 
the Tristan d’Acunha Isles, where they 
were compelled to remain until the Thrush, 
making her annual rounds of the islands, 
forming a part of the British colonies, ar- 
rived and took them back to civilization.

That was the first substan- 
tial food and tobacco we got since we 
reached the island. Ae the population of 
the place, with our ll, had increased to 
83, the supplies did not last long. 

“J never thought white people were so 
poor as the 72 who made Tristan d’Acunha 
their home. The natives have houses built 
of stone and thatched with a grass called 
tuseock. They are but one story high and 
the people cook, eat and sleep in a single 
apartment. Along ‘the inside walls of some 
of these apartments are bunks, like those 
on ships, indicating how most 0: the na- 
tives happened to be in such an out-of-:he- 
way place. The natives make tr ps in 4. ein 
little boats to Inaccessible Islacd, 20 miles 
distant in @ southwesterly direction, for 
tussock, to be used in thatching. 

“The islands are overrun with rats, that 
get scant food, excepting when the natives 
try to raise a little grain. Then they dig. 
up the seed almost as soon as it is planted, | 
The people grow very little or anything, | 
but once in a while they succeed in raising 
a few potatoes. There are a few apple , 
and pear trees, but the rats, which climb 
them, eat the fruit before it can ripen. 

“The Governor of the island gave me_ 
ehelter and the rest of the crew were quar- | 


tered at the houses of the natives, who di- | 
vided their stock of eaglets and penguin 
flesh and eggs of the latter sea fowl with 
them. 

“Sea eaglets are about the size of a duck 
and their flesh was too strong for me to) 
eat. The natives, however, seem to relish | 
it and in time there is a possib‘lity that 
I would also fall into line with them. The 
craving of hunger is a terrible thing, and 
to satisfy it I ate penguin eggs for break- 
fast, d’nner and supper. They were cooked 
in all €tvles, but the variety, such as it was, 
cotld not disguise the eggs to my taste. 

“The eea eagiets lay their eggs in holes 
on the sides of the mountains, and when 


‘the eaglets are about as big as a pigeon 


the natives take their dogs in a boat and 
o round the island. The dogs smell out , 
he holes and then the nat.ves get the} 
young birds and bring them home and = 
cook them. ‘The eaglets have a strong 
and fishy taste, and one has to be mighty 
hungry to eat them. 


“There are several penguin § rookeries 
where we got eggs, which furn'shed the 
main part of our daily food. We also 


killed some of the sea fowls, and the oil 
secured from the cooking we used in our 


ampe. 

itecepting the little coffee that I ob- 
tta'ned from the Carlton, that was all that: 
had been on the island for three months. 

“The natives own a fair-sized sailboat 
among them, and whatever supplies they 
secure from a passing vessel is equally dl- 
vided. They wear no shoes and when a 
beast is killed its skin is pegged to the 
ground and dried. ‘linen it is cut up into 
strips ang out of the skin a sort of moc- 
casin is made. 

“The Governor of the island is upward of 
9 years old and his wife is 83. One of the 
natives, named Thomas Hill Swaine, was 
with Lord Nelson on the Victory at Trafal- 
gar. When the governmént had a battery 
on the island of Tristan d’Acunha, Swaine 
came %8 a corporal, and after the military 
force was abolished he remained in this 
God-forsaken place. 

“The natives, both male and female, are. 
eadly in need of clothing. The men some- | 
times secure cast-off garments from the. 
crews of passing ships, but the women 
rarely get a petticoat. 

“As a sort of home amusement the mem- | 
bers of this poor colony make eeeesse | 
bonnets and caps from the fleece and skins | 
of the albatross, and fancy feather work 
from the plumage on the-heads of the 


penguins. 
“The Governor told me that he landed 


first on the island in 1836,'and that during 


e last “2 years he had made only two 
trips to St. Helena, which is over 1000 miles 
away. He-never had been to the Cape of 
Gooi Hope. 

“When the Thrush made its yearly visit 


‘to the island her captain consented to take 


us to a port in Africa, and I am mailing 
this at Cape Town.”

LANDSLIDE TURNS A RIVER. 


Mountain’s Top Falls Down and the 
Frazer Has a New Course. 
VANCOUVER, B. C., Jan. 9.—News has 
been received here of a landslide near 
Spences bridge, on the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. The recent thaw had the effect 


of loosening the sides of a small mountain 
which overhangs the Frazer River at that 
point. This mountain has long been an 
object of curiosity to travelers on account 
of its peculiar position, its flat summit ex- 
tending a considerable distance over the 
river, which is narrow at that point.

CUBANS FEEL INCENSED. 


Cpposed to the Bank of Spain Acting 
as Fiscal Agent. ; 

HAVANA, Jan. 9-—The Cubans are 
greatly incensed over the action of the 
United States Government in making the 
Bank of Spain the fiscal agent of the United 
States in the collection of taxes, as under 
Spanish rule. No greater offense could 
have been given to the Cubans than this. 
The bank of Spain was the instrument 
used for years to wrest unjust taxes from 


them. It is the most unpopular institution 
on the island and the administration could 
hardly have done anything else that would 
have gone so far to convince the Cubans of 
its insincerity as the choice of this bank 
as its financial agent. 

Twenty-one postal clerks have arrived, 
reporting to the Postmaster-General of 
Cuba Rathbone. Ten will remain here to 
clear up affairs in the Havana office. The 
Others will be immediately scattered 
throughout the island and the prediction 
is made that another fortnight will see the 
Postal affairs in as good condition as in 
the United States. 

Havana has passed the freest Sunday it 
has known for years. The constraint that 
was upon the people has been removed. 
To-~iay was more of a holiday than of any- 
thing else. Under Spanish rule the flag 
Was displayed on Sunday and on church or 
national holidays. Cubans followed the old 
observance to the extent of putting out 
‘uban flags. Tne society Known as the 
Centro-Asturiano, which in the days of 
insurrection and war was the center of 
loyalty, put out the Spanish flag. Nobody 
made objections and no ill feeling is shown. 
This may have been because the stars and 
Stripes were floating over the’ forts and 
Fovernment buildings. The feeling of re- 
lief among the people was quite evident, 


ROADS MAKE COMMON CAUSE. 


Katy Will Have Support of Other Lines 
in Its Present Troubles. . 
DALLAS, Tex., Jan. 9.—At a conference 
of attorneys of the Southern Pacific, the 
St. Louis & Southwestern, the Houston & 
Texas Central and the Gulf, Colorado & 


Santa Fe systems, with the attorneys of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Company 
at the Oriental Hotel, last night, it was 
decided that the railroads of Texas shall 
make common cause, so far as their moral] 
and legal help is concerned, in behalf of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas. 

Various theories are advanced as to what 
prompted Attorney General Crane to insti- 
tute proceedings for the forfeiture of the 
company’s charter. It is reported that the 
Legislature will be asked to establish a le- 
gal department, separate from the Attorney 
General's jurisdiction, for the State Rail- 
way Commissioner’s exclusive business, the 
chief of the department to receive a salary 
of a year.

The writer was told to-day by 
one of the highest officials of the Adminis 
tration that Senator James Smith, Jr., 
spent more than $200,000 in an effort to be 
re-elected. The Senator is now completing 
his first term, and is so infatuated with offi- 
clal life that he stood willing to sacrifice 


a good part of his fortune to retain his 
Senate seat. 

In the last campaign Mr. Smith had a per- 
fect machine independent of the Regular 
Democratic organization in New Jersey. 
He paid men to work for him, spent money 
as though it were water and devoted 12 
and 16 hours each day to keeping his ma- 
chine in running order. And with all this 
labor and outlay he was snowed under, 


Why Pettus Won His Suit. 

Senator Pettus came into the Senate not 
because he wanted the seat, but because 
he desired to spite his enemies. He is 
an old man, and his 78 years weigh heavily 
on his shoulders. 

When Senator Pugh’s term was about to 
expire and the duty of choosing his suc- 
cessor devolved upon the Alabama Legis- 
lature, some of Senator Pettus’ friends 
suggested him as a good man to take 
Pugh’s place. When he heard of this he 
put a stop to the talk by declaring himself 
out of the race, For several days he was 


out. 

“Well, it’s a good thing,’ said some one; 
“he is too old for pwblic service.’’ This 
reached Pettus’ ears and naturally angered 
him. He boarded a train, went up to 
Mcntgomery, and in less time than it would 
take to tell about it in this column he 
whipped his forces into line and was tri- 
umphantly elected.

Flint can remem- 
kissed 


Tears of honest grief were shed. As the 
wagon-train moved siowly away from the 
little mound of earth hearts were heavy 
with sympathy for the bereft ones at 
home.
